T Hereas His Majeſtic in a Meſlage received the fifth of September requires, That the 
; Parliament would revoke their Declarations againſt ſuch perions as have aſlifted 
/ His Majeſtic in this unnaturall War againit His Kingdome : It is this Day Orde- 
red by the Lords and Commons, 'T hat the Arms which they have been forced to 
take up, and ſhall be forced to take up, for the prelervation of the Parliament, Religion, the 
Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom, ſhall not be laid down, untill His Majeſtic .ſhall withdraw 
His ProteGion from ſuch Perſons as have been voted by both Houſes to be Delinquents, or that 
ſhall by both Houſes be Voted to be Delinquents, and ſhall leave them to the Juſtice of the Parli- 
ament, to be proceeded with according to their demerits, to the end that both this and ſuccce- 
ding Generations,may take warning with what danger they incur the hke hainous crimes ; and 
to the end thar thoſe great charges and dammages wherewithall the Common-wealth hath 
been burthened, in the Premiles, fithence His Majeſties departure from the Parliament, may be 
borne by the Delinquents, and other Malignant and DilaffteRed Perſons. And that all His Ma-
